Recreation on Trial Basis 


The Westfield River Watershed 
Association has been advised by 
the New England Division, Corps 
of Engineers, that boating and 
fishing will continue to be permit 
jted during daylight hours on the 
Littleville reservoir, with boat 
access limited to the present 
launching ramp at the down= 
stream end of the reservoir. The 
access road and launching ramp 
at the reservoir’s upper end are 
being closed to the public, 

Corps officials state that cer= 
tain areas will be designated for 
shore fishing and the reservoir’s 
entire surface area, except with= 
in 1500 feet of the intake tower, 
will be opento fishing from boats, 
A maximum limit of 10 H,P, is 
established for power-driven 
boats and a minimum length of 
12 feet for all boats, 

Picnic areas are being devel- 
oped on government properties at 
the lower end of the reservoir, 
These as well as boating and 
fishing activities will be under 
the supervision of the Corps of 
Engineers staff at the dam, 

These regulations now being 
put into effect have been approved 
by the Mass, Department of Pub- 
lic Health and are expected to be 
maintained indefinitely, The local 
association, which favors maxi- 
mum allowable recreational use 
of public water supply resources,

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Eberhahn Catches Up On 
Modern Methods After 37 Years 


Retired pipefitter Ernest 
Eberhahn finally had his oppor= 
tunity to “catch up’’ on modern 
gas-making methods, Many years 
ago as a ‘‘gas maker’ at the 
Springfield Gas Light Company, 
he helped build and operate the 
great retorts used in making 
coal-gas at the local utility’s old 
Columbus Avenue plant, Until his 
retirement, his work schedule 
had prevented his seeing the new 
plant in West Springfield which 
provides manufacturing capacity 
that was lost when the old plant 
was sold to the state to make 
room for US Interstate 91, 

Today, at the invitation of Gen= 
eral Superintendent Leroy N. 
Nelson, he toured the company’s 
West Springfield propane -air 
plant and Systems Control Cen- 
ter. 

Mr. Nelson told Eberhahn that 
the capacity of the West Spring- 
field plant is almost three times 
that of the old Columbus Avenue’ 
coal-gas facility when the gas is 
measured in terms of heat, or 
British thermal units, The old 
plant could produce 10 million 
cubic feet of gas per day with a 
heat rating of 528 BTU’s per cu~ 
bic foot, Mr. Nelson said, At the

CLOSING THE 
ERADICATION GAP 


The great state of Alaska, not— 


content with its fame for climate, 
scenery and picturesque legend, 
has suddenly loomed as the locale 
of a dramatic achievement in di- 
sease control, A compilation of 
latest available government fig= 
ures, issued by the National Com= 
municable Disease Center, has 
revealed a drop of nearly 50 per- 
cent in the new case rate for tu- 
berculosis reported in Alaska 
between 1965 and 1966. 

This reflects a long, wildly 
uneven trend, Despite some ex- 
treme fluctuations, TB case rates 
in Alaska today are down to one= 
third or one-fourth what they 
were ten or fiteen years ago. 
Even allowing for some inevitable 
inaccuracies in reporting from 
remote sections, thetrendseems 
well-established. And its chief 
reason can be summed upinthree 
words — preventive drug treat- 
ment — which doctors callchem- 
oprophylaxis, Judging by the news 
from Alaska, it works verynice- 
ly. 
vB prophylaxis consists of the 
drug isoniazid given in the form 
of pills, which the patient must 
take regularly for an extended 
period. As far back as 1957, 
doctors began giving it on a trial 
basis to people whose bodies had 
been invaded by the TB germ but 
who were not actually ill withthe 
disease. This treatment has 
proved from 60 to 75 percent ef- 
fective in preventing active 
tuberculosis,
